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Western Democrats and Education. 


The Republicans of Illinois and 3[is- 


souri u ere speedily nnm^a to opposi- 
tion when the newly-elected Bora-bon 
legislators began r.u attack upon tho 
public school system of Uiosr States. 
The concerted movement agninst free 
edncation among Western Democrats 
was so powerful and persistent that Us 
previous preparation, during a seri«s of 
years was quite evident. No sooner had 
the Democrats obtained their seats in 
three or four State Legislatures than 
they simultaneously proposed the amend- 
ing of those sections of the Constitu- 
tions which prohibit the partition of the 
school fund for sectarian purposes. Their 
propositions at first excited ridicule; but 
as they were more clearly set forth, find 
»g many bitter and denunciatory speech- 
es by prominent Democrats showed how 
ewnest the onslaught was, R feeling of 
intense anger ensued. The people who 
had labored long and devotedly to build 
np the superb educational system of 
Illinois, and who resogiiized that most 
of the State's greatness and prosperity 
w»s duo to that system, were both 
amazed and enraged that hostile hands 
ghonld be laid upon it. To tSieir anger, 
it may with truth be said, has now suc- 
ceeded a feeling of alarm. The Bour- 
bons -in their organized effort to estEib-. 
lish the old Church and State combina- 
tion, have found able and subtle allies, 
and their progress is far more important 
and rapid than any friend of common 
schools would have believed possible a 
year ago. Every old and new argument 
that can be brought against public free 
education is dinned in the ears of tho 
•people, and the work of creating opin- 
ion in favor o! a State support of 
denominational schools goes steadily 
forward. 
The Democratic programme is as 


follows : To introduce into and push 
through numerous State Legislatures 
contitutional amendments, which will 
not be presented to the people for ratiti- 


' cation unill 1870, and in the meautine to 


do everything possible to embarrass and 
render odious tho free school system, so 
that when the proposed amendments are 
•voted on they will at least not be over- 
whelmingly defeated. 
No democrat in 


his right mind expects to see the pec-pic 
of either Illinois, Ohio, or Missouri sud- 
denly and unanimously agree to a p: op- 
osition to make tie State pay 'or the 
teaching of sectarian dogmas. There 
are probably no Bourbons so wild as to 
imagine that the period between this 
"Winter and the general election in IS". C 
is long enough' to allow of mnch more 
than the preliminary propagandism in 
•favor of the union of Church and State 
in educational 
projects. 
But they 


believe that in a few more years the 
desired 
end may be gained, 
and 


they have learned of their Catholic 
allies the wisdom of a policy of patient 
but. constant proselyting. 
These allies 


have whispered to them that Mother 
Church steadily increases in strength 
and influence in the West; that iu St. 
Louis she holds her own against the 
strongest efforts of the friends of public 
secular education; that whcrsver a pub- 
lic school building is erected, the Cath- 
olics soon have a parish school near it; 
and that, in due time, the division of the 
public money among denominational 
schools will be accepted as a matter of 
course. The wiser among the Demo- 
crats would, perhaps have been glad to 
postpone the propositions to amend the 
Constitutions until some later time, fenr- 
in" the influence of the resentment which 
Eepublicaus would naturally feel if their 
pet institution were among the first as- 
sailed by Bourbon iconoclasts. But the 
amendments are proposed; the auger is 
over, and the battle U well begun. The 
result is more uncertain than most peo- 
ple are willicg to admit. 


Of course, there fs no great clanger 


that the public school system, in inn- 
part of the West, will be completely de- 
stroyed. The Germans will do much to 
oppose the Catholic influence, and the 
Bonrbons will now and then defeat their 
own ends by their extreme and revolu- 
tionary measures. But the system inuy 
be so impaired and hedged ubont with 
embarrassments that it will bo iu many 
places practically worthless. The cities 
juay combine to employ able corps of 
teachers, and may appropriate generous 
gums, as they do now, to enable every 
one who chooses to secure a good educa- 
tion at tho public expense; but in the 
ciuntry districts of the States where tb» 
Democrats rule that will not be the case. 
As soon aa the Legislatures reduce ap- 
propriations for educational purposes, 
great numbers of the common schools iu 
the back districts will be closed. Then 
the mass of those who are hungry for an 
education will be driven into the denom- 
inational schools, and those institutions 
will clamor for State aid because they 
are doing the State substantial service. 
If there should be such a turn of affairs, 
perhaps the sectarian institutions woult] 
not clamor in vain. 
It would be difficult to analyze the 


motives which lead the resuscitated 
Western Lemocrats to attack the public 
schools. Ihe objection to " being tnxed 
to educate panpers and uigger.s" is by 
aso means the principal one. 
Perhaps 


it is because thfcold typical Democracy 
of tho \Vest: wittits adoration of caste, 
its contempt for lLo plodding laborer, 
and its general lao. of harmony with 
the spirit of the ago, finds itself grad- 
ually disappearing befoeihe march of a 
comprehensive public am secular school 
nystem ; so that it has nllied »H >'- 
s 


forces for a final attack, ntd has had 
the shrewdress to take an a\ly whose 
ability is unquestioned, ana whose 
aeal is never checked.—If. Y. Tines.
